HAVANA Feb. «—The plan of 
organization for the Pan-American 
union was the chief subject before 
the sixth Pan-American confer­ 
ence today. 
The Pan-American union com­ 
mittee may conclude adoption of 
the articles to bs incorporated in 
the convention, but the controver­ 
sial terms of the preamble remain 
to be determined. 
The preamble is under consid­ 
eration by a special sub-committee, 
while the full committee devotes 
itself to the body of the conven­ 
tion. 
Hern&ndes Cartaya, chair­ 
man of the sub-committee, has 
been preparing a spècial report. 
The controversial aspects of th* 
preamble arise from the differences 
of opinion as to the proper scope 
of the union's functions. Mexico. 
has made sn ensrgetlo campaign 
against political powers for the 
union. 
Cuba favored the estab­ 
lishment of a section of concilia­ 
tion, but it ie not certain whether 
this will be pressed in the face of 
strong opposition. 
An oven more difficult problem 
arises from the fact that Argentine 
has made proposals that the pre­ 
amble should Incorporate economic» 
declarations, including references 
to tariff policy. 
The U. S. view, as Indicated thus 
far, is that th* preamble should 
comprise general declarations of a 
comprehensive character.

PARIS Feb. •—In the cleaning 
up campaign started by Prefect of 
Police Chlappe when the American 
Legion convention wee about to 
open In Paris, nearly 4000 persons 
have been arrested and of theee 
about I SOO wera either sent to Jail 
or expelled from the oountry. 
Minister of the Interior Albert 
Sarraut and the head of the police 
department, decided on the move 
when the Communiste and looter» 
joined hands In August to stage a 
semi-revolution as protsst against 
tbs condemnation of the Massa­ 
chusetts anarchists Bacao and Van­ 
sant. It has been going on ever 
since and the city of Paris feels 
better for it. 
Police arrive before midnight at 
places whioh least expect a visit 
and arrest every one In sight. 
Those who have "Identity papers” 
are not further troubled. All the 
others spend the night, or at least 
several hours, In the station house. 
The United Press correspondent 
was sauntering along the Avenue 
de l’Opera the other night with a 
friend from Dayton, Ohio, when a 
squad of cyclist police surrounded 
them and Intimated that the com­ 
missary would like to have a lit­ 
tle talk with them. 
The man In charge of the squad 
said that the reel object 
of the 
operation was to learn exactly who 
the man from Ohio was. And It 
took two hours to clear 
up the 
situation which would not have 
amounted to anything it the visi­ 
tor had taken the precaution to 
get an 'identity card” within two 
months of hie arrival In France. 
In the first two weeks 
of the 
clean-up, 114T men and women 
were taken to the police stations. 
Of these 72S were criminals known 
to the police. In November, IOU 
foreigners were picked up in Cir­ 
cumstances similar to that of the 
Dayton man and only 101 were Im­ 
mediately 
released 
on 
showing 
proof of their Identity. 
There 
were 122 without legal papers end 
these ere all subject to expulsion. 
The others included nine deserters 
from the army and half a dozen 
escaped convicts. 
Sometimes the police raids are 
perilous In the extreme. This Ie 
especially the case when a raid Is 
made on one of the thousand or 
more lodging houses in the “Apa­ 
che” districts. Here the 20 police­ 
men who make up the raiding 
party under the orders of an In­ 
spector literally take their lives In 
their hands when they batter down 
a door. If tho man behind the door 
who has refused to open Is an es­ 
caped convict who does not want 
to go back to a penal colony, he 
usually has a revolver In hie hand 
and opens fire at once . 
But more often then not the 
raids are amueing. The Inspectors 
are never taken In by the Levan­ 
tine and Balkan white slavers who 
declare they ere highly respectable 
dealers In precious stones. 
They 
smile when men and women who 
have been picked up a dosen 
times repeat with a solemn air that 
they Just happened to be in the 
opium or cocaine joint “by acci­ 
dent.” 
Dance halla, all night bars, sus­ 
picious cabarets—and places where 
the clientele is cosmopolitan are 
subject to frequent visits.

The bauhinia In the plaza th at 
attracts the attention of

every one who passes is at the 
northw est entrance. 
At the pres­ 
ent time It is covered with buds 
th at will soon be transform ed into 
a thing of beauty th at can scarce­ 
ly be described. 
It bears flowers 
of a deep mauve. 
The bauhinia is an E ast Indian 
tree th at was named after two 
brothers who were botanists in the 
sixteenth century. 
John and Cas­ 
per Bauhin, Swiss herbalists, in­ 
troduced the tree into Europe. 
The sister tree of the one now 
in bud has retained its habit of 
shedding its leaves in July and 
blossoming in November. 
It is a 
shy bloomer and the only time it 
is said to have bloomed profusely 
was on the first Armistice day in 
1918. 
These trees are about 25 years 
old and can only be propagated 
by seed. 
A nother Interesting tree in the 
plasa is «lie sago palm, nearly 45 
years old and only five feet high. 
This tree has been in the plaza

Liquid dentifrices vary In form­ 
ula, as do the others, but almost all 
contain soap, glycerine, alcohol and 
fragrant antiseptic oils.

Sometime ago the contents of the second part of 
the White Slave Traffic Commission's report, pre­ 
pared for the League of Nations, which had been 
withheld from publicity for a time in the interest of 
the nations criticized in the report, was set forth. 
In that report the countries are dealt with in alpha­ 
betical order with an appendix giving the laws of 
that particular country on the white slave traffic.

Kossuth spoke on be­ 
half of Hungary with the purest English and finest 
diction that had probably been heard on the Ameri­ 
can platform up to that time. The eloquent magyar 
was urged to speak on behalf of the slave by the 
American anti-slavery society. 
He refused to do it 
because he said it might lose Hungary some friends 
and his heart was in Hungary. 
Not so with O'Con­ 
nell, the Irish representative in Parliament.

Wendell Phillips so eloquently referred to him, he
